Perhapa 
the beat measure of the efficiency of a 
local school .system Is the proportion 6* 
pupils which it succeeds Jn retaining 
through the whole course of public 
education. That is to say, the ratio 
of pupils attending high school is a 
good measure of the educational ef- 
Ilclency of a public school system, 
other things being equal. 


Of course, other things not always 


are equal, for the proportion of pupils 
going to high school will depend upon 
aucli factors as ^he character of popu- 
lation, 
the 
general 
distribution of 


wcullht opportunities for employment 
in tbo industries, popular appreciation 
of the advantages of education, and 
probably other factors not directly re- 
lated to the efficiency of the public 
school system itself. 
However, cer- 


tainly one of the most important fac- 
tors in determining; the number of 
pupils who go to high school or to 
other higher Institutions Is the educa- 
tional efficiency 
of 
the 
elementary 


schools and the high school nnd the 
attractiveness of the courses of study 
in the latter. That Is to say, the best 
single test of efficiency which we have 
Is the ability of the teacher and of 
thq system to inspire the pupil with 
such a love for learning that he wants 
more of .it. 
H Is commonly believed 


that the chief reason for dropping out 
of school is economic pressure. As 
matter of fact, nearly all investigations 
of the reasons why children drop out 
of school show that less than oneT 
bird drop out because they have to go 
.o work, :qnd more than 
two-thirds 


drop out because the schools fail to 
appeal to ,their needs.
